Washington, Nov. 1 (AP).— The 


coast guard announced today the 
cutter Bibb reached

The Coulmore had reported it was 


attacked by a submarine. 


The Bibb was the first of a rapidly 


growing number of coast guard and 
Navy ships and planes looking for 
the Coulmore. 


Shore stations, for a timi: after 


the first distress call, were puzzled 
as to whether the Coulmore Jiad 
been attacked by an undersea craft 
or had merely 'sighted" one, but 
later a Canadian station at Camper- 
down, N. S., informed Tropical ra- 
dio at Hinsham, Massachusetts, that 
it understood the vessel's radio op- 
erator to say his ship had been at- 
tacked. 


There was nothing in distress sig- 


nals shore radio sources said, to in- 
dicate the nationality of the sub- 
marine or what form the attack 
took. 


The vessel, owned by the Doniact 


Shipping 
Company limited,

listed in shipping records as plying

North American, Cuban 


and European ports. She was built 
in 1936 and is 352 feet long. 


Neutrality Zone Involved 


Washington. Nov. 1 (AP).— If the 


British freighter Coulmore has been 
attacked within the neutrality zone 
the United States will consult Im- 
mediately with other American re- 
publics on what steps to take, it was 
stated today in official quarters.

The new spray contains a few 


drops of a chemical that promotes 
plant growth. These growth sub- 
stances have been discovered in 
the last few years. In strong con- 
centrations they will make roots 
grow out of leaves or stems. 


The spray reduced the falling 


of Williams Early Red apples from 
nearly total loss of the crop to al- 
most no loss. 
By actual count 


trees that had dropped from 64.2 
per cent to 90.8 per cent of their 
apples, dropped only a little more 
than one per cent. 


The chemical used was naptha- 


lene acetic acid. Its concentra- 
tion was one thousandth of one 
per cent. Later tests with a spray 
containing only 25 ten thousandths 
of this acid resulted in marked 
inhibition of dropping of several 
varieties of apples.

Dean Tilberg to 
Speak in Hanover 
Halloween Parade 
To Be Held Tonight 
Beltsville, Md. (AP).—A spray 
that prevents apples from falling 
off the trees is announced by the 
U. S. Horticultural Station here. 
Premature falling of apples is 
one of the growers' great prob­ 
lems. As the fruit approaches the 
maturity and color for harvesting, 
in numerous varieties the danger 
of dropping becomes more acute. 
Orchardists 
gamble 
every 
day 
they let the fruit stay on trees, 
The new' spray contains a few 
drops of a chemical that promotes 
plant growth. These growth sub­ 
stances have been discovered in 
the last few years. In strong con­ 
centrations they will make roots 
grow out of leaves or stems. 
The spray reduced the falling 
of Williams Early Red apples from 
nearly total loss of the crop to al­ 
most no loss. 
By actual count 
trees that had dropped from 64.2 
per cent to 90.8 per cent of their 
apples, dropped only a little more 
than one per cent. 
The chemical used was naptha- 
lene acetic acid. 
Its concentra­ 
tion was one thousandth of one 
per cent. Later tests with a spray 
containing only 25 ten thousandths 
of this acid resulted in marked 
inhibition of dropping of several 
varieties of apples.

H elsinki, Nov I (AP).—A delega­ 
tion em powered to deliver F in lan d ’s 
“final answ er” to Soviet R ussian d e ­ 
m ands headed for Moscow today, 
perhaps for the last time.

The delegation paused at th e bor­ 
der to consult the governm ent on th e 
“new situ atio n ” and then decided 
to continue to Moscow.

Molotoff speech, disclosing secrets 
of the negotiations, was a sharp blow 
to the Helsinki governm ent which 
had been shielding the subject mal# 
ter of th e talks. 
The foreign office earlier today is­ 
sued a statem en t saying a “new sit­ 
uation" had been created, and th a t 
‘ n aturally" there would be a delay 
in the negotiations.
